"A lot of 
things have happened since the 
last time I was there." 


Salas visited Crystal 
City 


about three years ago. At that 
time, the city of 15,000 was in 
the midst of a political upheaval 
which has changed form but 
continues to excite a large 
Mexican-American voter turn- 
out. 


Crystal City's population is 70 


to 80 per cent Mexican-Ameri- 
can. 
About 40 per cent of the 


5.000-member labor force which 
migrates to Waushara County 
each 
summer 
comes 
from 


there. 


Until recently, poll taxes were 


required before voters could 
exercise their rights, Salas said. 
After their abolition, political 
organizations were formed in 
Mexican - American 
"barrios" 


(nieghborhoods 
or 
districts). 


Some the the groups have fallen 
by the wayside but Salas feels 
that involvement in politics by 
Mexican-Americans indicates an 
increasing interest and deter- 
mination on their part.

Salas feels the movement in

Musically Speaking 
Writer Saw Stravinsky Concert, 
Was Memorable New Years Day 


BY ROBERT BELOW 


Eighty-four year old com- 


poser-conductor Igor Stravin- 
sky made what is probably his 
last Chicago public appear- 
ance, in a recent afternoon 
concert of his works. 


For this writer, it was a 


memorable and moving; occa- 
sion, well worth traveling 200 
miles. 


For at least a dozen years I 


have been devoted to Stravin- 
sky's music, and I am by now 
convinced that his art is the 
most . i m p o r t a n t musical 
achievement of the 20th Cen- 


tury. Important, not neces- 
sarily in terms of its influence 
on other composers, but in 
terms of its musical value on 
an absolute scale. 


Like 
Bach 
and Mozart. 


Stravinsky has not been an 
innovator in the sense that 
Beethoven and Debussy and 
Schoenberg were innovators. 
He has been rather a sum- 
mary and conclusion, again 
like Bach who finished the 
baroque age in a blaze of 
glory.

Afternoon of Firsts 


It was an afternoon of firsts 


for this writer: the first day 
of the new year, my first visit 
to Orchestra Hall, my first 
live hearing of four works 
long familiar through record- 
ings, my 
first 
hearing of 


violinist Izhtak Perlman. But 
most of all, it was my first 
live view of the 
old 
man 


himself, and that is something 
I have waited for many years. 


At 84, Igor Stravinsky is 


bent and walks very slowly 
with 
the 
aid 
of 
a cane. 


(Sunday's cane was quite an 
affair, too. of an elegant dark 
hue. with a square bend half- 
way down, what I suppose 
might be called a "Scotch" 
shape.) He is helped to and 
from the podium. But once on 
the podium, he is in control. 


Like his music, his conduct- 


ing is a lesson in precision 
and conciseness. A flick of the 
wrist gives the beat, a gesture 
of the left hand gives cues, 
and that's about all. There is 
not one excessive movement, 
no violence, no hysteria, no 
pretension. The result is an 
extraordinary clarity and bal- 
ance of sounds combined with 
absolutely s t e a d y 
tempi, 


which synthesize in a lucid 
and elegant unfolding of each 
piece. 


The most surprising thing 


was the effect of relaxation 
which Stravinsky educes from 
the players. Music which in 
the hands of other conductors 
becomes exciting, passionate, 
barbaric, ecstatic, even sen- 
timental, 
i n 
Stravinsky's 


hands emerges 
fluid, 
objec- 


tive, unforced, natural. There 
is no rhetoric. 
One hears 


things 
he 
had 
not 
heard 


before, because one is really 
listening to the music, instead 
of being carried off emotion- 
ally. 


Before the concert I was 


lamenting that 'Firebird', now 
over 50 years old and 
a 


famous warhorse, was being 
featured, but after hearing the 
revelatory performance given 
under its composer. I felt I 
had not really heard the piece 
before. We also heard the 
fourth tableau of 'Petrouchka' 
and the very early 'Fire- 
works'. 


Stravinsky's associate, Rob- 


ert 
Craft, 
took 
over 
the 


orchestra for the Violin Con- 
certo, a work dating from 
1930. 
Violinist Izhtak Perlman 


gave a finely etched, clear, 
accurate performance of the 
solo part. (How anyone can 
claim that Stravinsky has no 
melodic gift after hearing the 
third movement of this beau- 
tiful work, I do not know.) 
Craft did not communicate 
the relaxed quality observed 
in the other works, but he is 
an expert conductor and a 
musician we in this country 
are fortunate to have. 


Several Bows 


After several bows at the 


end of the concert, the old 
man reappeared on stage with 
his hat and coat on, to let us 
know he was going home. He 
perched bis hat on his cane 
and waved it to the standing, 
cheering audience. He shook 
hands 
with 
many 
of 
the 


players as he left the stage. It 
was a warm, friendly, delight- 
fully unpretentious afternoon. 


(This is the way concerts 


ought to be but seldom are.) 
But it was a little sad. too: 
for what are we going to do 
when Stravinsky leaves the 
scene? 


Through his books and his 


public statements he has been 
an artistic conscience for all 
of us, and his steady punc- 
turing of some of the balloons 
of our American musical life 
has been badly needed. His 
sharp mind and sparkling wit 
have been a somewhat steady- 
ing influence on the confused 
scene that is music today. 
One by one the great musical 
leaders of the 20th Century- 
have left us. What are we 
going to replace them with? 
Surely we are fortunate that 
Stravinsky has remained with 
us for so long, for we shall 
not see the likes of him again.

Postman Walked to Chicago, Back, 


Carried Mail He Couldn't Read

VIOST any visitor to the historic 19th cen- 
tury Grignon Home in Kaukauna probably 
remembers an unusual portrait of a pioneer 
postman. This was Alexis Clermont, who car- 


ried the mail for many years off and on by contract 
over the Pox Valley trail as well as -walking the 
wilderness route in the 1830s from Green Bay to 
Chicago. 


Like most of the "pedestrian mailmen" in the 


wilderness before and during Wisconsin's territorial 
days, Clermont knew how to live in the woods and 
follow a trail but did not know how to read or write. 
He also worked the river, mostly as a Durham boat- 
man and later as a steamer pilot. 


When Clermont's postcard portrait was made he 


was an old man, still sprightly but long retired from 
both his woodland mail routes and his years on the 
river. There against a verdant woodland—a photog- 
rapher's theatrical and make-believe backdrop — 
Alexis Clermont stood at 85. his pack slung deep 
across his back and firmly held with a wide leather 
strap across his chest. 


The year was 1892 when the Columbian Exposi- 


tion was about to open in Chicago. Dressed in the 
same buckskin outfit he wore on his mail trails more 
than 50 years earlier, Clermont was making a nos- 
talgic journey; he also was hoping to garner enough 
money from the sale of his postcards to ease his life 
in his last years. 


Retraces Route at 85 


The former postman walked the entire distance 


of 240 miles over some of his old route and part of 
his later valley route. "In the identical costume, mail 
pouch and all, his path led through Kaukauna, Ap- 
pleton. Menasha, Neenah, Oshkosh, Fond du Lac, 
West Bend. Milwaukee, Racine, Kenosha, Waukegan 
and Evanston," states a footnote to the Clermont 
narrative in the Wisconsin Collection. 


Alexis caused quite a stir as he retraced his steps 


to Chicago. He was given widespread publicity in all 
the newspapers of the day, especially along the route 
of his journey. One newspaper noted. "Clermont is 
tramping along through the state on his way to Chi- 
cago to be present at the formal opening of the 
World's Fair buildings next month. (October 1892) 
In memory of his old work he decided to make the - 
trip on foot walking ten miles a day he expects to 
reach Chicago in time for the celebration he wants to 
witness!" 


A Chicago newspaper reported the trip this way: 


"The wonderful surprises that met Rip Van Winkle 
when he awoke from his 20 years' nap in the Cat- 
skills will be as nothing compared to that Chicago 
will cause in the mind of Alexis Clermont when he 
reaches the World's Fair city next month. Clermont 
saw Chicago for the last time in 1836 and since then 
he might as well have been asleep as far as his 
knowledge of the world goes, for he has been living 
quietly in the little town of DePere, and has no more 
idea of the changes that have taken place than he 
could gain from the talk in the town store." 


Clermont Recalls Earlier Days 


Chicago as postman Clermont found it was only a 


tiny place in the 1830s with about 10 houses In it. 
This, along with several of his experiences, is re- 
called in an interview with him by Editor Reuben 
Thwaites. The Clermont narrative is published in the 
Historical Collections. The interview was held in the 


Alexis Clermont 


Clermont home. June 23. 1888, with the help of An- 
drew J. Vieau, a close friend of Clermont. 


The Bay to Chicago route-started at the Shanty- 


town post office (Green Bay), following the Indian 
trail to Manitowoc. "Only twice would I see the lake 
between Green Bay and Milwaukee," the postman 
recalled, "at Saufc River, 25 miles north of Milwau- 
kee and at Two Rivers. At Milwaukee I went to Skunk 
Grove, then to Gros Point, where I struck the lake 
again, and then I would see no more of the lake until 
I reached Chicago." 


Clermont did not travel alone, but said he always 


was accompanied by an Oneida Indian. In the words 
of Editor Thwaites after he interviewed the former 
postman, this is how Clermont described his service 
from Green Bay to Chicago: 


"The load was limited to 60 pounds, and we -usual- 


ly had that weight. As 'a rule it took us a full month 
to make the round, from Green Bay to Chicago and 
return. We carried two shot-bags filled with parched 
corn; .one of them hulled, the other ground. For the 
greater part of our diet, we relied upon the Indians, 
or what game we could kill; the bags of corn were 
merely to fall back upon, in case the Indians had 
moved away as they were apt to, on hunting and 
fishing expeditions. 


"At night we camped in the woods, wherever 


darkness overtook us, and slept in "the blankets we 
carried on our backs. In Chicago we merely stopped 
overnight, and promptly returned the way we came; 
unless we were delayed by a tardy mail from De- 
troit, which reached Chicago by steamer in sufc^ 
mer, and by foot, overland, in winter. . . . Omf pay 
was'usually $60 to $65 for a round trip such as I 
have described, although in the fall It sometimes

Robin Commonest 
Summer Bird 
Seen at Feeders 
In Wintertime

Each winter I get calls and letters from people in 


this area telling about the summer birds which they 
see, either at their feeders, or while driving in the 
country 


The bird reported most often is the robin, prob- 


ably not because it is one of our more common hold- 
overs from the summer, but because it is a large, 
easily recognized species The robin has been report- 
ed in winter even in the northernmost counties of 
the state 


This winter I've had reports of robins Some 


ef my informants asked what to feed them They are 
mainly fruit eaters in winter and depend on such 
berries as jumper, mountain ash, highbush cranberry, 
dogwood, and others whose fruits remain on bushes 
»r trees all winter. Raisins, currants, apple cores 
and other fruits are recommended as food for robins. 


Members of the blackbird family, including red- 


wings, grackles, cowbirds and, occasionally, rusty 
blackbirds, are seen here in winter. Sometimes they 
appear in large flocks. They are ground feeders and 
in winters when the snow isn't too deep, they make 
cut all right 


Killed by Starvation 


The mourning dove is another ground feeder 


which depends on weed seeds and waste grain for its 
food A flock of about 100 has been seen m one s>pot 
in AUouez this winter. More than 40 were spotted 
in another place. If you have them around, sweep 
the ground clear of snow and scatter bird seeds or 
grain for them. I have never known one to come to a 
high feeder. These are among the birds most often 
killed by starvation in years of heavy snow. 


Even plovers and snipes have been known to stay 


in Wisconsin all winter, but not too often. The Mil- 
deer and the common snipe, formerly called "Wilson's 
snipe or jacksnipe, have both been recorded through 
winter months. 


In the same fields where you find these, look for 


meadou larks, who manage to find food and shelter 
in milder winters. Several flocks have been seen in 
this area during December. 


Woodpeckers probe for insect eggs and larvae in 


tree bark, and they are usually lucky enough to find 
plenty of food. Several varieties remain here all 
'.\mter every year. The flicker and the red-headed 
woodpecker are common hold-overs. We don't have 
to worry about them, but they will welcome the suet 
you put out 


Thrushes Seen Seldom 


Catbirds, brown thrashers and hermit thrushes 


are seen less often at this season. The white-throated 
sparrow is not uncommon as a winter visitor. Ed 
Paulson \\lio lives along the west shore of the Fox 
River, has seen one recently in his yard. 


Most of the sparrows and finches are not too 


surprising winter guests on home grounds. A great 
many of them, from song sparrows to fox, field and 
savannah sparrows, are reported in winter. 


Birds which depend on flying insect food are the 


least likely to be seen In spite of this, the myrtle 
warbler has been a winter hold-over a number of 
times. This \\inter Paulson also reported seeing a 
phoebe in December. Phoebes are flycatchers, and 
what this bird is eating is a mystery. It has been 
reported in Wisconsin during December before, but 
never in January or February.

Powerful Tools of Chemistry 
Enlisted Against Trash Fish

he powerful tools of modern chemistry will in- 
creasingly replace the laborious seines in the 
state's effort to keep down or to eliminate un- 
desirable fish from Wisconsin fishing waters. 


Improved toxicides have given fishery managers 


better opportunities to improve lakes and streams 
for fishing through the elimination of stunted popula- 
-tions, or "rough" fish. At the same time economic de- 
velopments have made the earlier method of removal 
of carp and other fish by nets less feasible, officials 
at Madison explain. 


Thus far more than 13,000 acres of Wisconsin 


lakes and more than 300 miles of stream have been 
treated by poison to remove all fish life, in prepara- 
tion for restocking with preferred species. 


Poisoning is more economical than netting, and 


more efficient. It is virtually impossible to remove all 
rough fish from a typical lake through seining. But 
the efficient use of toxic material can rid a typical 
body of water of all fish life, and permits its replant- 
ing within a reasonably short period. 


Sometimes the dead fish in such lake cleanout 


projects are picked up in volumes that astonish even 
the conservation department officers. 


Perhaps the most startling yield recently was the 


1,500,000 pound haul of dead fish, mostly carp, from 
^SOO-acre Fox Lake in Dodge county, which was giv- 
en a chemical treatment and will be restocked with 
desirable fish next spring. Other major demonstra- 
tions recently involved the Mead Flowage in Clark 
county and Little Green Lake in Green Lake county. 


Relatively new is the application of such 
fish- 


killing materials in streams, for the restoration of 
trout productivity. The major demonstration in that 
field has been in the Beef river in Trempeleau cour* 
ty, with every sign of successful results. 


Current plans call for the doubling of such lake 


and stream rehabilitation efforts in future years The 
cost is less than for the orthodox netting method, 
aside from the superior efficiency of the poisoning 
technique. In earlier times the state was enabled to 
seine fish and to pay the costs of such operations 
through the sale of the harvest. But market outlets 
have declined, with the result that the netting opera- 
tions have been curtailed. 
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Toxaphene Regulations Not Loosened 


R 


ECENT reports concerning trash fish being 
eradicated with toxaphene -in some Wisconsin 
lakes may mislead some farmers, custom ap- 
plicators and pesticide dealers, warns a Uni- 


versity of Wisconsin entomologist. 


E. H. Fisher, coordinator of the University's Pesti- 


cide Use Education Committee, says that recent re- 
ports of toxapheue use for fish control by a state 
agency which can legally perform this work and has 
been doing so for some time does not signal a 
change in regulations. These regulations still pro- 
hibit the sale of toxaphene to individuals for killing 
fish. 


Fisher fears that statements such as toxaphene 


is "not harmful to animals or humans" may lead 
some insecticide users to feel that restrictions have 
been loosened on the use of toxaphene as an agri- 
cultural insecticide. 


Farmers, pesticide dealers, and custom applica- 


tors have known toxaphene as an agricultural in- 
secticide for nearly 20 years It is a valuable chemi- 
cal registered by state and federal regulatory agen- 
cies for specific insect control problems, but not for 
fish control, except uno>r experimental label for 
use by certain state agencies. 


Addition of any chemical to public waters without 


the permission and close supervision of the Wiscon- 
sin Department of Resource Development is not le- 
gal. Persons interested in fish control in private 
lakes or ponds which do not dram into public waters 
will be able to use a new antibiotic product in 1967. 


Fisher urges pesticide users to check with county 


agricultural extension agents for the most up-to-date 
College of Agriculture insect control recommenda- 
tions. Directions on any pesticide container should 
be cross-checked with the College's recommendations 


to make sure directions are correct. Pesticide con- 
tainers stored by individuals from year to year may 
carry outmoded directions for use. It is not so likely 
that you will find an incorrect pesticide label OH a 
product purchased new from a dealer since the Wis- 
consin Department of Agriculture spot checks on 
this. 


Since the fate of toxaphene in water is not well 


understood, Fisher feels it advisable to suggest some 
precautions where toxaphene has been used to con- 
trol fish These include- avoiding swimming or water 
skiing, not eating the dead or dying fish, and not 
eating apparently healthy fish caught in the treated 
waters. No one knows for sure how long these pre- 
cautions should be observed The danger period can 
be affected by the dosage rate, formulation of the 
toxaphene. nature of the water and lake bottom, 
and temperature and sunlight.

five or six months. 


There appears to be general agreement 


among many legislators of both parties 
that the split session idea is a good one. It 
is not original, since the same system was 
tried in the 1963 session. Action on major 
legislation is normally delayed until after 
there has been agreement on budgeting 
and taxes, since such legislation generally 
involved increased expenditures as well as 
requiring extensive public hearings. Dur- 
ing a recess early in the session the joint 
finance committee can conduct uninter- 
rupted deliberations on financial matters 
and at the same time other committees can 
proceed with public hearings without the 
distractions of daily sessions. 


There is less agreement with the idea 


of a longer work week. In the past the 
legislature has met on Tuesdays. Wednes- 
days and Thursdays. The governor suggest- 
ed additional sessions on Monday after- 
noons and Friday 
mornings. But law- 


makers are still part-time state employees, 
even though their new salary schedule 
envisages half-time employment, and the 
former schedule allowed most of them to 
leave home Tuesday morning and be back

17-year-old John Cum- 
mings Jr. did not die as a result of the 
homeowners' refusal to become involved. 
But he could have, as the others did. 


The Sterling police chief said the youth 


was beaten in "animal style" for a mere 14 
cents which he was carrying. But it is 
easier to explain the beating than the 
refusals for aid. The four youths who 
attacked Cumrnings demanded money. But 
what reason is there weighty enough to 
refuse one's fellowman in need? 


Cummings' mother said she thought the 


homeowners who refused him were afraid. 


Some weeks ago a friend of Mrs. 


Lurleen Wallace, just elected governor of 
Alabama to succeed her ineligible husband, 
gave her a poem which she had framed 
and put on the wall of her office. It runs: 
"A woman may be small of frame, 


with tiny feet that patter. 


But when she puts one small foot down, 


her shoe size doesn't matter." 
Ever since, there has been speculation 


both in and out of Alabama that maybe the 
new governor isn't just going to be a 
puppet for her husband. 


There probably is little validity in the 


suspicion that is a hope in some quarters 
and a concern 
in others, particularly 


among 
southern 
manhood which 
has 


always viewed equality for women with 
alarm. Mrs. Wallace has never expressed 
any views that seemed to be different from 
those of her husband nor has she in the 
past taken much of a deep interest in the 
state problems of Alabama.

Is This Deception? 


There is a slight sequel to our editorial 


concerning the inequity of free Christmas 
trips home for Job Corpsmen but not for 
the members of our armed services. 


In the weekly "news summary of the 


war on poverty1' put out by the Office of 
Economic 
Opportunity 
there 
is 
the 


following 
paragraph: 
"Home 
for 
the 


holidays has become a reality for more 
than 10,000 Job Corpsmen who traveled by 
bits and train to visit their families during 
a 10 day vacation. Each enrollee who has 
served in the Corps at least six months 
earns travel expenses from the Job Corps 
for one home leave. The Job Corps paid 
the expenses of about 9,000 of the young 
men and women.'' 


Thursday night, thus giving them some 
time to conduct their own businesses. 


A five-day weekly session may be 


expecting too much, but attendance in 
Madison four days a week may be a 
practical compromise. 


The governor's suggestion for a five or 


six month session has drawn some angry 
rebuttals, particularly from his Democratic 
opposition in the legislature. It is a 
traditional stand for a governor to wish 
that the legislature meet in Madison for as 
short a period as possible. From the public 
point of view the important factor is that 
the legislature use its time profitably 
rather than how long they spend at their 
job. 


One suggestion made at the time salary 


increases were being considered seems to 
have disappeared from the discussions — 
annual legislative sessions. The idea was 
advanced that real 
savings might be 


realized for the taxpayer if budgets were 
made up on an annual instead of a biennial 
basis. Revenues and expenditures certainly 
can be forecast more accurately for only 
one instead of two years in advance. 


Rather surprisingly it was the Kellett 


Committee on Government Reorganization 
which doused cold water on the suggestion. 
But we still feel it is a matter that 
deserves more study. 


It was unusual for a governor to make 


suggestions to the legislature about how 
they should conduct their affairs, and 
some of the reaction from legislators may 
reflect 
their traditional jealousy over 


separation of the powers of the executive 
and legislative branch. There also may be 
some resentment at Gov. Knowles appro- 
priating ideas as his own which legislators 
themselves were previously discussing, 
such as the split session. 


But basically it is the interests of the 


citizens of the state with which both the 
governor and the legislature must concern 
themselves. The spotlight will be on Re- 
publican leadership in both branches dur- 
ing this 1967 session. The judgments on 
their performance will be made in 1963. 


This reasoning is charitable, and judging 
from the appearance her son must have 
presented, understandable. But it is not 
justifiable. 


The true mark of being a good citizen, 


of helping one's fellowman who is in need, 
consists of being afraid to become involved 
and then pushing one's fear aside and 
"doing unto others what you would have 
them do unto you." It is shocking to 
realize that we seem to be creeping into a 
shell of non-involvement. Jobs are becom- 
ing 40-hour time slots of drudgery in a 
week's calendar. Citizenship is becoming 
what the "other guy" should do. Living 
one's religious faith may occur only during 
a few hours on Sunday morning. People 
wish to be left alone. 


"Leave me alone" may be a philosophy 


that works most of the time. But for each 
person there will come a time like that 
which John Cummings experienced recent- 
ly on a cold winter night in Michigan, 
when another's help is needed. And then 
self-protection may have turned into self- 
destruction.

accustomed to getting their own ways by 
devious means, accompanied by sweet talk 
and kisses. At Christmas Lurleen gave her 
husband a present in front of top state 
officials.

for pictures. Later Mrs. Wallace said that 
she would sit in on clemency hearings for 
condemned prisoners despite her strong 
distaste for such a role. She commented 
that "George is going to be my highway 
beautification director" in what may or 
may not have been a tongue-in-cheek 
remark. 


Governor George says he probably \\ill 


run for president again in 1968. But if it 
turns out that he is being eased out of 
control in his home state by a mere woman 
and in his own household at that he may 
find that support, e\en from segregationists 
and the right wing fringe, is hard to come 
by. He might hs\e to run against Lurleen 
the next time around. 


But what about the chartered planes 


which took 2.537 Job Corpsmen home for 
the holidays? Is the omission an accident 
or 
one 
more 
reason 
for 
that 
vast 


credibility 
gap 
between 
the 
federal 


government and the taxpayers? 


We do not begrudge Job Corpsmen 


their Christmas vacations. But we think 
American servicemen who may have to 
fight >ur their country as \\ell as learn a 
trade and get paid should have a similar 
opportunity to earn a free trip home. And 
we wish the government would spend as 
much time giving Americans the facts 
about the myriad of programs as they do 
in finding palatable news announcements 
that come close to deception.

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A Home for 'Headlight' 


Separated From Parents, Korean Lad 
Finds Family After 14 Yea rs Apart

UNG Jong Cho hardly remembers the day in 1951 he .and his family became 
refugees. He was only four—too young to realize that Korea was at v/ar, 
that food was in emergency supply, and that to survive his family had t» 
abandon their home and possessions and flee by train to Pusan. 
In that overcrowded city there was no housing available, so Jung's father 


built a shack of flattened tin cans, cardboard and scraps of lumber. Water had 
to be brought from more than a mile away. A few days after they arrived, 
little Jung went with his older brother to get water. For more than an hour 
they waited in line with other refugees for the water to be turned on. 


The younger boy finally became impatient and begged to be allowed to go 


home. Still thinking in terms of- their life in the country, the older boy gave 
permission. In the mass of people flooding the streets, Jung soon became lost. 
For hours he walked and walked, looking everywhere for a familiar face. When 
his tired legs and empty stomach could carry him no further, he curled up 
on the street to sleep. 


For two days Jung wandered through the swollen streets of Pusan. On the 


third day he heard a train whistle. Remembering his trip from home by train, 
he thought this would be a way to find his family. It was easy for a little boy 
to mix with the crowds of refugees and slip on a train unnoticed. Warm for 
the first time, he fell asleep on a pile of bedding belonging to one of the 
shifting families. He did not wake up until the train arrived in Seoul, 12 hours 
and 300 miles later. 


Jung's parents spent three years in Pusan hoping to find their boy. Finally 


they had to give up and accept a place on a farm many miles away. For two 
years, Jung wandered around Seoul, homeless and hungry, begging food to 
stay alive. In the evening he would go to the railroad station and try to warm 
himself by the open fire which burned there. 


Crowding close' to the fire one evening, tired, hungry and sleepy from the 


heat, he dozed off and fell face first into the hot coals. Before he could struggle 


" free he was burned severely on the forehead. A police patrol picked him up, 


bandaged his burns and toolc him where_thay knew he would be cared for— 
YMCA Boys' Town. 


Located on an island in the Han river, YMCA Boys' Town had only recently 


been established through the generosity of the Fifth Regimental Combat Team 
of the U.S. Army. Searching for a fitting memorial to their fallen comrades, 
men of the team had donated nearly $20.000 to the YMCA to build this refuge 
for boys who wandered homeless through the streets of Seoul. 


Even though he was swathed in bandages, Jung had his picture taken as do- 


all new boys at YMCA Boys' Town. He was now a Boys' Town citizen. For the 
first time in two years he had a place to call home—a bed to sleep in, enough

food to eat, and people to care about him. He had long ago forgotten his name, 
but when his burns had healed, he had a nickname that would stick with him 
for many years. Two round scars remained on his forehead, so his new friends 
dubbed him •'Headlight." 


For ten years Headlight lived in YMCA Boys' Town. He went to school 


there, learned to swim and to ice skate, and joined the town's Boy Scout troop. 
He raised rabbits to earn a little spending money and even started a sm^ll sav- 
ings account in the Boys' Town bank. Like all 200 boys at the Town, he worked 
at raising crops and producing the brooms, baskets and string mats that pay 
part of the town's operating expenses. 


When it came time for Headlight to graduate from YMCA Boys' Town, he 


still had no idea where his parents were or what his real name was. Because 
o£ his good record, he was given a job as night watchman by the Seoul YMCA 
and later became an assistant in the maintenance department. 


Bob Baker, an American from Pennsylvania whom, the YMCAs of Canada 


and the U.S. sent to Korea through their World Service program to help the 
Korean YMCA with such projects as Boys' Town, recalls that for all his troubles, 
Headlight was seldom without a smile. "No matter what we asked him," says 
Baker, "he agreed. That's one reason we are all so jubilant with what has 
happened to Headlight." 


Recently a Seoul newspaper decided to try to help some of Korea's lost 


children find their parents. Headlight was the 92nd boy to have his story told. '

Only an 
Albino Knows, 
And He 


Won't Talk

ure albino deer are rare, and even partial al- 
binos are perhaps one in one thousand. White 
deer are protected in a number of states, includ- 
ing Wisconsin. It is difficult to estimate the oc- 


currence of albinism among deer herds in these 
states (where albinos enjoy protection) since none of 
them show up in the legal harvest. 


But up In at least one small area of Douglas coun- 


ty five white deer, belonging to the same family, are 
roaming the woods and fields. When glimpsed, these 
magnificent animals bring delight to local residents 
as well as tourists, and provide seldom-equalled sub- 
jects for camera fans. 


The five white deer of Douglas county are the 


offspring of one set of parents with normal pellage, 
but who carry the recessive genes which produce al- 
binos. This buck and doe have mated three times in 
the .past four years; one of their albino fawns was 
born in 1962. two in 1963, and two in 1965. 


Residents of the area are justifiably proud of their 


unusual and beautiful white deer, and although the 
albinos are protected by law, their normal-appearing 
parents are fair game for hunters. Because of this, 
deer hunters have not been very welcome in the 
area, and there has been talk of posting the range of 
the white deer and their parents, which is not very 
large in extent. 


Occasionally a pair of white deer will produce al- 


bino fawns, but in the wild state this seems not to 
occur often enough to establish a consistent and hardy 
strain of albinos. For this reason, the residents of 
this far northwestern community near the top of 
Wisconsin are understandably concerned about the 
welfare of their white deer. 


If the albino is a vigorous animal, it will be ac- 


cepted by other animals. Albinism is sometimes as- 
sociated with other defects, and as a result, other 
deer dominate them, according to George F. Hartman, 
game biologist with the Wisconsin Conservation De- 
partment, Madison.

pigment. A true albino has this deficiency in hair and 
eyes. Partial albinos have a partial or total deficiency 
of pigment in hair and skin. 


"Albinism is found in all animals, including fishes, 


and lower forms of animal life (and plants, as well). 
It is a recessive genetic characteristic, but I believe 
it is a rather complicated one." said Hartman. "Some 
albinos breed true, and strains of albino animals, such 
as white mice, white rabbits, and guinea pigs, long 
have been established by selective breeding. In na- 
ture, albinos are found throughout the range of the 
animal species, but there is a definite tendency for 
albinism to occur in specific locations." 


In addition to the real albinos, there are several 


other species of wildlife that don a white coat in 
winter. Two of the best known to Wisconsin outdoors- 
men are the ermine (a member of the weasel fam- 
ily) and the snowshce hare. 


Although net true albinos, these mammals change 


from dark brown to a light-colored (usually com- 
pletely white) coat as the weather grows colder, un- 
til by deep-snowtime they blend in with their back- 
ground. The scientific term for this is "photoperiod- 
jsm", but for practical purposes it may be described 
as the result of regular seasonal moults, as

"^Mozart wote^other Concerto for his student Barbara Ployer, the Concerto 
in E flat K 449 and both of these concertos can be played-by an advanced 
serious amateur. While they require skillful technique and give the performer 
a chance to display his brilliance, they are not as demanding as most concert 
works The Concerto in G was designed to give Barbara the experience of 
playing with a small ensemble in the comfort of her drawing room. 


Scored for strings, one flute, two oboes, two bassoons, and two horns, this 


first concerto in a series of 12 marked a new high point in Mozart s instru- 
mental compositions, a high point from which he never departed. Barbara 
Plover was undoubtedly an ambitious student, but many of Mozart s students 
took only enough lessons with him so they might speak of him as their teacher. 


The Child Mozart 


Mozart's Birthplace 


The celebrated physician Joseph Frank describes one of 12 lessons he liad 
with him in 1790: 
:

"I found Mozart a little man with a large head and plump hand. Now, he 


said 'Play me something.' I played a fantasia of his own composition. 'Not 
bad' he said to my great astonishment. But when he played, it was a miracle. 
The piano became another instrument under his hands. Mozart then made 
some suggestions as to the way I should perform the fantasia." 


The Allegretto, the last movement of the G Major Concerto, begins with 


the starling theme and is followed by five variations with a delightful Presto. 
It recalls another bird-like theme to the listener; that of Papageno, the bird 
catcher in his Opera, "The Magic Flute". 


Mozart was always fond of his "Vogel Stahrl" and brooded deeply when it 


died. He conducted a touching ceremony for it in his garden and inscribed 
this Epitaph in German on its grave. 


A little fool lies here 
Whom I held dear— 
A starling in the prime 
Of his brief time, 
Whose doom it was to drain 
Death's baiter pain. 
Thinking of this, my heart 
Is riven apart. 
Oh reader! Shed a tear 
You alos, here. 
He was not naughty, quite, 
But gay and bright, 
And under all his brag 
A foolish wag. 
This no one can gainsay 
And I will lay 
That he is now on high, 
And from the sky, 
Praises me without pay 
In his friendly way. 
yet unaware that death

What Bugs Kids at Berkeley?? 


BY DICK 1.YNE1S 


What's bugging the kids of 


Berkeley? 
N e w s m e n, it 


seems, and California politi- 
cians rarely try to find out. 


The people who do try to 


find the answers, mostly the 
academicians, have a most 
challenging problem. During 
three months of study in the 
San Francisco area, I had a 
great opportunity to get a 
first-hand 
look 
at 
student 


activism, both on the Stanford 
University 
campus 
and at 


Berkeley where I spent many 
hours talking to University of 
California students. 


If one tries to generalize 


and come up with an over- 
simplified answer, there is 
none. Yet my personal gener- 
alization would be that today's 
college student, particularly 
the 
activist, 
has 
lost the 


ability to laugh at life and to 
laugh at himself. 


And 
to generalize 
about 


California 
students, 
which 


many 
prominent 
California 


politicians are doing, is like 
generalizing about any group 
of 27,500 persons anywhere. 


The 
activists 
and 
their 


activities, of course, make the 
headlines. The wave of discon- 
tent, however, isn't just con- 
fined to this small percentage 
of a college student popula- 
tion, and it isn't confined just 
to the University of California 
campus at Berkeley. 


Factors 


Perhaps 
the psychologists 


have the best answer; they 
lay the causes on intangibles 


and recent history. The great- 
est factors which have creat- 
ed 
unrest, 
they 
feel, 
are 


these: 


— 
The 
assassination 
of 


President John F. Kennedy 
whose youth and ambitions 
were left unfulfilled. To the 
young, he was a man who 
gave them a basis for hope 
and a shining promise. 


— The succession to the 


presidency 
by 
Lyndon 
B. 


Johnson, who brought along 
an unfavorable contrast in 
political, moral and personal 
style. And, in addition, there 
is LBJ's detested 
Vietnam 


war. 


Perhapb 
t h e 
greatest 


factor causing unrest, parti- 
cularly among the 
activist 


elements, 
is 
dissatisfaction 


with the mechanics of the 
legislative process. They cite 
the failure of civil rights bills 
to bring about what they 
consider effective implementa- 
tion of integration and failure 
of the poverty war to achieve 
any of its stated objectives. 


But nobody seems to know 


just what's bugging the kids 
of 
Berkeley, not even 
the 


actuisLs — and maybe they 
least of all. But the one thing 
that is obvious is that the 
politicians' 
views 
and 
tht 


reports by the press have 
been superficial at best. And 
because of these views and 
reports the Berkeley scene is 
vastly misunderstood. 


The gravest misunderstand- 


ing of the Berkeley scene is 
the assumption that all the 
students can be lumped toge- 
ther as "leftists" or "acti- 


vists" or "troublemakers." 
There are 27,500 students on 
the University of California 
campus. Trying to generalize 
about this group would be the 
same as trying to lump 27.500 
people 
together 
anywhere. 


There are as many different 
types there as anywhere else. 


Walking onto the Berkeley 


campus during the time when 
students are in open revolt is 
a difficult time to make a 
judgment about what student 
life is all about. Coming in the 
West Gate, where most visi- 
tors to the campus enter, the 
first persons visible are stu- 
dents with crew cuts, sweat- 
ers, shoes and well-pressed 
slacks. The coeds were just as 
neat, just as refreshing and 
just as attractive as they are 
at any other campus, during 
any other year. 


Not Serene 


But at Sather Gate things 


are 
not 
so 
serene. 
Near 


Sather Gate stands Sproul 
Hall, where the university 
administration has its head- 
quarters, and then across a 
wide plaza stands the student 
un'on. 
This 
is 
where 
the 


activist action is. . .and this is 
where the n o n - s t u d e n t s 
gather, the SDS (Students for 
a Democratic Society), the 
Vietnam Day Committee. This 
action usually takes place on 
the plaza and sometimes in 
both 
buildings, 
until 
the 


"fuzz" comes 
in to move 


them back to the outside. 


That there are large num- 


bers 
of 
radicals 
on 
the 


In Most Places They're called the po- 


lice, but on the Berkeley campus of the 
University of California they're known 
as "the fuzz." Here, three Berkeley de-

Berkeley campus makes the 
University of California no 
different 
than 
most 
other 


large higher education insti- 
tutions. The major difference 
seems to be that the radicals 
are more organized at Berke- 
ley than they are at Stanford, 
at San Francisco State, at the 
University of Wisconsin, or at 
most other large schools. 


But several observers feel 


that the greatest threat lies in 
the merging of the radicals of 
the "new left" and the right. 
Both are anarchistict in their 
goals. 


Basically, student members 


of the "new left" are the 
same kids we saw filling the 
Greek A m p i t h e a t e r two 
months earlier for the con- 
troversial "Black Power" con- 
ference. 
Now, however, in- 


stead of Black Power, they 
were 
s e e k i n g 
"Student 


Power." 


One of the most significant 


things about the black and 
student power rallies is how 
they're conducted — they're 
interminable and anyone has 
the 
right 
to 
speak. 
The 


activists use what they call 
the "open mike technique."' 
Anyone is allowed to talk in 
the microphone and contribute 
anything they have in mind. 
This is ihe way that their new 
leaders emerge and it negates 
the charge that activists deny 
anyone the right to speak. 


Open Mike 


Mario Savio. today's non- 


student leader and the leader 
of the "Free Speech Move- 
ment" of two years ago rose 
to power and became a leader 
on the strength of the open 
mike technique. 


UC Chancellor Roger Heyns. 


who successfully challenged 
the early December "Student 
Power" strike, and Stanford 
President J. Wallace Sterling 
are not administrators who 
have no sympathy for today's 
college student. They recog- 
nize them as more knowl- 
edgeable youths than those of 
a generation or two ago and 
realize that they are beset 
with new anxieties and pres- 
sures. 


Sterling, during a chat in 


his office, gave his opinions of 
the changing college student. 


"During the 30s." he said, 


"students had only one goal -— 
to get an education and to get 
a job. During that era they 
had 
nothing else on their 


minds and their outlets were 
the 
usual 
college 
student 


antics. If they had problems, 
they wouldn't hold a protest 
ralfy: instead, they would hold 
bull sessions and get drunk." 


He said the next major 


change was the war and post- 
war eras which extended into 
the 1950s after the Korean 
War. Sterling feels that stu- 
dents then were anxious to get 
their education and to go to 
work and raise families. They 
were anxious to make up for 
the lost time and the incon- 
veniences 
caused 
by 
war. 


Complacency entered into (he 
picture durmc; the Eisenhower 
years and then came John 
Kennedy with a new promise 
for youth. 


Kennedy's 
promise 
was 


rudely shattered by Lee Har- 
vey Oswald's rifle bullet in 
Dallas, and it was replaced by 
Lyndon Johnson'-; 'r^s refined 
style and his Vietnam conflict. 


"This college student gener- 


ation," Sterling said, "is the 
first one living under the 
threat of nuclear war. We 
know this is a factor, but we 
find its effects difficult to as- 
sess." 


Conversations with the aver- 


age college student, to say 
nothing of leaders such as 
Savio and Communist Bettina 
Aptheker, reveal that today's 
bright young people resent au- 
thority because they distrust 
authority. They feel the older 
generation and its leaders are 
responsible for the deplorable 
world conditions in which they 
live. They fear expanded world 
strife and they detest the kill- 
ing of persons in Vietnam. 
Want Integration 


Persons like myself 
and 


others 
doubt their 
motiva- 


tions, but talking to them 
makes it difficult to doubt 
their sincerity. Although many 
of us find ourselves disagree- 
ing with their goals, there can 
be 
no doubt that today's 


college 
students really 
do 


want integration of Negroes 
into the American society and 
have a greater feeling for 
equality with minority groups 
than their parents do. 


As a result, they associate 


the legislative system with 
their parents, administration 
and the older generation and 
blame them for the failure to 
bring about the Utopia which 
they feel is achievable with 
today's wealth and resources. 


One Berkeley student puts it 


this way: "Never before in 
history has one nation had the 
wealth and the resources for 
doing so much good. But, 
instead of fighting poverty, 
building equal opportunities 
for minorities and helping to 
improve the life of people in 
underdeveloped 
nations, we 


are killing people in an Asian 
country who are trying to 
develop a way of life which 
our leaders dislike because 
it's contrary to the way they'd 
like the world to be." 


These students are cynical, 


scornful 
and 
disillusioned. 


And. contrary to their leftist 
policies, 
they 
display 
the 


symptoms of the radical right. 
The right wing wants to wrest 
away or keep a larger percen- 
tage of the wealth. Leftists 
want to wrest away and to get 
a greater percentage of politi- 
cal power. Basically, these 
two diverse elements in soc- 
iety use the same tools to 
achieve these different ends. 
Amusing 


One of the most amusing 


incidents which was reported 
in 
West Coast newspapers 


shows that campus leftists 
and rightists acknowledge the 
proximity of their views and 
often cooperate. The story is 
that 
of 
the 
three-member 


committee that went to see 
Chancellor Heyns. Two of the 
committee 
members 
were 


leftists, 
but 
the 
third, 
a 


c o n s e r v a t i v e . wore a 
"STRIKE" button on one side 
of 
his 
shirt 
front 
and 
a 


' Ronald Reagan for Presi- 
dent" 
button on the other 


side. To Heyns. this apparent- 
ly was amusing as well as 
confus'ne. 


Gene 
Gisley. 
writing 
in 


Ventura Counh (Calif.) Free- 
Press, 
quoted 
a 
California 


teaching assistant who said: 


"We 
;ust don't want to 


spend our lives in a stupid, 


University of California students and 


outsiders, along with hordes of news- 
men, jammed the William Randolph 
Hearst Greek Ampitheater during the 
recent Black Power Conference.

can't stand his job and be 
pressured by competition. He 
fights with the old lady and 
he's got ulcers and he lies and 
he cheats and he works all the 
angles and he brags about 
what a smart SOB he is. Do 
you think we can get very- 
excited about that kind of 
life? Making a living isn't that 
hard and it should not be that 
important. We think we have 
time and opportunity to find 
ourselves, to make a life with 
some meaning and a different 
set of values " 


Results of three months of 


first-hand encounters and co- 
existence with 
college 
stu- 


dents doesn't change opinions 
of an older person about the 
r-ghtness or the wrongness of 
their views What they do and 
what they stand for is. for the 
most part, not proper and not 
right. But it is just as impor- 
tant to state that everything 
they do and stand for is not 
ail improper and wrong. The 


"generation gap" 
which we 


hear so much about is a two- 
way street. This is just as 
much 
misunderstanding by 


the older toward the younger 
generation, as there is by th 
youth 
toward their 
elders. 


Everything isn't white and 
black; there is a '"grey area" 
where the confusion and mis- 
understanding is caused on 
both sides. 


Great Fears 


They are great fears being 


voiced by many about the 
future of our society if today's 
college students are to be the 
leaders of tomorrow. 


Personally, I don't share 


that fear. I feel that 95 per 
cent of the parents would be 
extremely proud, not only of 
how their children achieve in 
the classroom, but of how 
they conduct themselves in 
their private lives. Really, few 
students are active in the 
Free Love Society, the SDS, 
the Free Speech Movement 
and the Society to Legalize 
Abortion. They still engage in 
pranks, they still root and 
cheer at football games, they 
still 
drink 
malts 
and 
eat 


hamburgers and french fries, 
but 
even 
more important, 


they are living in a generation 
where they are exposed to an 
explosion of new information, 
knowledge, science and tech- 
niques. They want to learn 
and they do learn and most of 
them go about their purposes 
quietly. 


In our nearly two centuries 


of existence, our nation has 
survived much greater threats 
than the SDS, Mario Savio 
and Bettina Aptheker. 


Today's youth is faced with 


new knowledge and he is 
mentally 
and 
emotionally 


capable of handling it. 
Per- 


haps the activism which is 
encountered on college cam- 
puses will make these youths 
better prepared for the chal- 
lenges and problems of re- 
sponsible adult life. Contrary 
to what many politicians and 
observers say, I do not fear 
today's young generation in 
tomorrrow's positions of au- 
thority. 


Our society has survived 


many crises, and we'll survive 
this one too, provided today's 
adults do not panic and use 
repressive 
measures 
which

Report of Newspaper Publishers Association Took Two Years 
Cannot Support Control of Criminal Items in 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 


American Newspaper Publish- 
ers Association, in a report 
two years in the making, says 
it 
could not 
support 
any 


agreement 
"of 
control or 


restrictions on the accurate 
reporting of criminal matters 
or 
anything 
which 
would 


impair such reporting." 


The report was drawn up by 


a 12-man committee headed 
by D. Tennant Bryan, publish- 
er 
of the Richmond 
(V'a.) 


Times-Dispatch & News Lead- 
er. 


"The people's right to know 


is one of our most fundamen- 
tal rights, and neither the 
press nor the bar has the 
right to sit do\vn and barcain 
it away," the report said. 


"The committee does recom- 


mend that the press stand at 
any time ready to discuss 
these 
problems 
with 
any 


appropriate 
individuals 
or 


groups. Indeed, such positive 
action can be a far greater 
force for the cause of justice 
and the general welfare of the 
people than the negative force 
of restrictions on basic free- 
doms. 


"But 
there 
can 
be 
no 


agreement on the nart of the 
American press to dilute its 
responsibility or to circum- 
vent the basic rights and 
provisions of the Constitution. 
To agree 
to any of these 


things would be a mockery of 
the guarantee made to the 
people of this republic by its 
Founding Fathers. 


Basic Right 


"The freedom of the press 


is a fundamental right and it 
cannot be abridged. The press 
shares with the bench, bar, 
and law enforcement officials 
the responsibility for preser- 
vation of the American liber- 
ties embodied in (he Fiist and 
Sixth Amendments." 


The First Amendment 
to 


the Constitution guarantees a 
free press The Sixth Amend- 
ment assures a free trial. 


The study, spurred by the 


Warren Commission report on 
the assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy, was ap- 
plauded by the 
Associated 


Press managing Editors As- 
sociation 
and Sigma 
Delta 


Chi. national journalistic so- 
ciety. 


The 
Warren 
Commission 


report charged the American 
press 
with 
"irresponsibility 


and lack of self-discipline." 


Since the study began, the 


question of fair trial reached 
a pinnacle last spring with the 
freeing of Samuel H. Shep- 
pard because Ihe U.S. Su- 
preme Court found that "vim- 
lent publicity" surrounded his 
first murder trial. 


In throwing out the Cleve- 


land 
osteopath's 
second-de- 


gree murder conviction, the 
Supreme Court said it is up to 
judges "to take such steps by 
rule and regulation that will 
protect processes from 
pre- 


judicial o u t s i d e interfer- 
ences "' 


Immunization of juries from 


prejudicial 
news 
accounts 


speeded up last October when 
an American Bar Association 
study 
group 
recommended 


that in pending criminal cases 
no'.ice. prosecutors and de- 
fense 
attorneys 
be 
barred 


from making public "poten- 
tially 
prejudicial 
informa- 


tion." 


Since then, judges and po- 


lice officers have been issuing 
new rules telling the press 
what crime information news 
media will be permitted to 
have and what 
procedures 


must be 
followed 
in news 


reports of arrests and trials. 


The ANPA study called the 


Warren 
Commission charge 


"unwarranted." 


"In that crisis on Nov. 22, 


1963," the study said, "the 
American press was called 
upon to carry out its re- 
sponsibility to the people — to 
tell them not only what had 
happened, but how the coun- 
try met the crisis. 
It was 


these facts provided by the 
American press that steadied 
a reeling nation and shocked 
and startled world. The Amer- 


ican press should have been 
commended rather than cen- 
sured for its performance." 


Sheppard Case 


Taking 
up the Sheppard 


case, the report said: 


"It should be pointed out, 


however, that here the court 
was dealing with the unusual 
and not typical case, and the 
majority opinion, eight to one. 
makes it clear that the court's 
words are meant to apply to 
what the trial judge in the 
Sheppard case 
should have 


done, not what every .jud-;e 
should do in every case It is 
obvious 
that 
thcic 
is 
no 


mandate in the Sheppard case 
for judges across the land " 


The report drew 10 conclu- 


sions. They were- 


1. There is no real conflict 


between the First Amendment 
guaranteeing a free press and 
the Sixth Amendment which 
gurantees a speedy and public 
trial by an impartial jury. 


2. The presumption of some 


members 
of the 
bar 
that 


pretrial news is intrinsically 
prejudicial is based on conjec- 
ture and not on fact. 


3. To fulfill its function, a 


free press requires not only 
freedom to print without prior 
restraint but also free and 
uninhibited access to informa- 
tion that should be public. 


4 There are grave inherent 


dangers to the public in the 
restriction or censorship at 
the source of news, among 
them, secret arrest and ulti- 
mately secret trial. 


5. The press is a positive 


influence 
in 
assuring 
fair 


trial. 


fi The press has a responsi- 


bility to allay public fears and 
dispel rumors by the disclo- 
sure of fact 


7. No rare and isolated case 


should serve as cause for 
censorship and 
violation of 


constitutional guarantees. 


R. Ruies of court and other 


orders 
which 
restrict 
the 


release of information by law^ 
enforcement officers are an 
unwarranted judicial invasion 
of the executive branch of 
government. 


9. There can be no codes or 


covenants which compromise 
the principles of the Constitu- 
tion. 


10. The people's right to a 


free press, which inherently 
embodies the 
right of the 


people to know, is one of our 
most fundamental rights and 
neither the press nor the bar 
has the right to sit down and 
bargain it away. 


Final Conclusion 


The ?ludy said the 
final 


conclusion "is central to all 
the others, pointed and perti- 
nent though they be to the 


matter 
involved 
The ines- 


capable conclusion is that the 
press must be ever vigilant in 
its opposition to anything that 
threatens 
freedom 
of 
the 


press."

Try 
twisting.the. pastry strips .for an unusual 
lattice 


work top for a pie. 


Potato Rosebuds 


(shown above) 


Potato rosebuds are glamorous as well as nutri- 


tious. Begin making them by taking a new potato, 
peeling it, removing- its eyes, then cutting away one 
slice from the end. Next, push the potato forward 
through a French fry .cutter to just about three- 
eighths of an inch from the sliced end. Then push the 
whole potato back out of the cutter. The patterned po- 
tato now is ready to be cooked in the oven with the 
roast, or whatever meat is being prepared for the 
meal. 


Onion Mums 


(shown below) 


To prepare the onion chrysanthemums, make a ser- 


ies of radial slices in a whole, peeled onion . . . from 
the center out... and to within a half-inch to a quar- 
ter-inch from the bottom. Slice down first in' quarters, 
then in eighths, and so on, depending on the size of 
the onion. Place the onion in colored water (use vege- 
table coloring) to give it an attractive tint. If a fuller' 
flower is desired, place toothpicks between the radiali 
cuts to hold the blossom open. Remove picks just be-' 
fore serving.

Publishers Unveil 'Major' New Novels

N 


OW that 1966's rather skimpy supply of fic- 
tion is behind us, we're ready for a fresh 
January start—in the month of hope. 


The nation's publishers, perennially strug- 


gling out from under the fall crush of gift books 
and specialized nonfiction, traditionally make the 
year's first month a time for launching what they 
hope will be recognized as major works. 


Several January novels have been given large 


printing orders. 


One is Vance Bourjaily's "The Men Who Knew 


Kennedy" (Dial). It is described as the fictional story 
of a 40-year-old Connecticut manufacturer who was 
in rapport with the experiences and aims of the late 
President, a narrative in which the author comments 
on the whole new generation. 


Real-Life Echoes 


Another is "A Certain Island" (M. Evans) by 


Robert Murphy, author of an unusual nature book 
called "The Pond." There also is Alvah Bessie's "The 
Symbol" 'Random), a bit of fiction that should raise 
real-life echoes about a sexy movie star who was 
niarried and divorced three times. 


In addition there is a book written while the 


author. Frank Elli. was in prison. It is a fictional 
account titled "The Riot" (Coward-McCann), based 
upon an actual two-day riot in a penitentiary. 


Another novel, being promoted by Random House. 


Is Herbert Gold's "Fathers," about a European im- 
migrant who succeeds as a father in America. 


Among the suspense-adventure items will be John 


MacDonald's "The Last One Left" (Doubleday). about 
hijacking a boat headed from Texas to Nassau, and 
'•The 9th Directive" (Simon & Schuster) by Adam 
Hall, a sequel to Hall's popular "The Quiller Memor- 
andum." 


"The Man in the Glass Booth" (Harcourt, Brace) 


is a story by English actor Robert Shaw, described 
as one man's undercover escape from his past, with 
a courtroom finish. 


An Author Returns 


On the comedy side there will be "Balloons Are 


Available" by-Jordon Crittenden (Atheneum). de- 
scribed as a hilarious bit about a business climber 
dodging seductive women, and Barry 
Fleming's 


"Lucinderella"' (John Day), a story of an author 
returning to her home town. 


In the department of first novels, there are sev- 


eral coming up. "The Ancient Pond" by Courtney 
Browne (Harper) is the tale of a manhunt for a 
Japanese war criminal, conducted by one of his vic- 
tims. Florence Engel Randall has written "Hedge- 
row" (Harcourt, Brace), about a ballet dancer who 
runs into complications when she takes a summer 
Job at a fruit and dairy farm. "The Thousand Hour 
Day" by W. S. Kuniczak (dial) is set at the time of 
the Nazi Blitzkrieg of Poland. 


Over on the nonfiction side there will be John 


Gunther's "Inside South America" (Harper), a new 
study of the continent, and K. S. Karol's "China: The 


Other Communism" (Hill and Wang), based upon a 
1965 trip to that nation. 


In biography, a major item is expected to be an 


expanded autobiography by writer Vladimir Nabokov, 
"Speak. Memory" (Putnam), and actress Cornelia 
Otis Skinner has written a life of the famous actress 
Bernhardt under the title "Madame Sarah" (Hough- 
ton Mifflin). 


The psychoanalysts also are busy in the biograph- 


ical field. A book started more than 40 years ago, 
completed in 1939, and just now reaching the stores, 
is an unusual collaboration between Sigmund Freud 
and Ambassador William C. Bullitt—"Thomas Wood- 
row Wilson" (Houghton. Mifflin). a study of the 
American President. 


Two other works in the same field, both from 


Viking, are "A Psychiatrist for a Troubled World: 
Selected Papers of William C. Menninger, M.D." and 
"Friendship and Fratricide: An Analysis of Whittaker 
Chambers and Alger Hiss," by Meyer A. Zeligs. 


Biographies in the classical field will include 


Elizabeth Hamilton's work about Abelard's "Heloise" 
(Doubleday); "Dante and His World" (Little, Brown) 
by Thomas C. Chubb, and '-Machiavelli" by Guiseppe 
Prezzolini (Farrar, Straus). 


Present-Day Subjects 


In contrast, there are such present-day subjects 


as Mary McCarthy in '"The Company She Kept" 
(Coward-McCann) by Daris Grumbach, and "The 
Groucho Letters, Letters To and From Groucho Marx"

Square. He gives consideration to the contemporary 
problems of the city's population explosion into' 
Virginia- 


Walton finds this city — unusual because there 


is practically no industry — now is a middle class 
enclave, laced with some remarkable examples of 
the Working Rich who serve as diplomats, and the 
new intellectuals who serve as planners. He also has 
a look at the city's uneven cultural resources, and 
its sensitivity to all the nuances of domestic and 
international politics. 


Evelyn Hofer's many pictures are on the same 


high level of quality that has illuminated several 
other books, including "The Stones of Venice." 


The virtue of this book is that it offers a sensitive 


view of Washington by a man of taste and discrimina- 
tion. To read this volume is like sipping a compan 
ionable glass of wine with a friend who is attuned 
to both yesterday's and today's genteel amenities in 
a special center of our history.

Bryher Brings Skill, Sensitivity 


To Tragic Tale of Norman Conquest 


Tins January Tale. By Bryher. Harcourt, Brace. 


?4.50. 


In the universality of warfare in whatever age, 


it is always '"the little people" who suffer the most. 


Just 900 years ago, in 1066, there was the Norman 


Conquest of England, a time when (technologically) 
the battle-ax was losing out to the archer's bow; a 
time which many historians tieat as an advance of 
civilization. 


But the experienced historical novelist Bryher 


sees it in this novel as a time of pathetic loss, when 
crude, military Normandy stamped out a better 
Anglo-Saxon culture. 


The story is told through an account of the life 


of one Eldred, who in his youth joined the border 
forces against the rebellious Welsh; who was wound- 
ed and then settled at Exeter in the west of England 
as'a smithy at a small forge. The middle-class busi- 
nessman was loyal to his lords, and when the Nor- 
mans besieged Exeter he could not stomach the 
capitulation of the local citizens. 


With his family he joins an exodus, across January 


seas, to Ireland, a remote haven where the last hopes 
of the exiles fade out into tragedy. 


There is no hint in this narrative of a possible 


parallel between 1066 and 1940, but the reader can- 
not help but be conscious of it. 


Bryher is a writer of great descriptive powers 


and lyrical sensitivity. 
Somehow she manages, 


through all her delicate subtlety of expression, to 
-capture primitive emotions in a gutsy, elementary 
life around a smoking hearth and the wildly bloody, 
instinctively embattled allegiance of dedicated war- 
riors. 


On the surface this may seem to be a far-away 


drama of remote combat. Mut even now it carries a 
•significance. The primitive people of this story, faced 
with fear and mortal hardships, have a moral integ- 
rity that might be hard to match in these

World War I was the first conflict in which avia- 


tors as they were called originally, made their ap- 
pearance. In a sense they were a new type of war- 
rior, fighting high above the mud and filth of the 
trenches. 


But in another sense, they were a throwback to- 


medieval days, when individuals fought duels and 
were sporting about them. Because of the primitive 
nature of their wire-and-strut little contraptions, they 
sometimes resembled knights on horseback. 


Gann's fascinating novel, set in the cold spring 


of 1917, centers about two aviators — the young 
Frenchman Chamay and the older German ace, Kup- 
per. Chamay, a bomber pilot, swore vengeance when 
he saw his best friend killed, and transferred to a 
fighter squadron to seek out the German expert. 


To Chamay, his friend had been murdered with- 


out being given a chance to ride his burning plane 
to the ground, with a possibility of survival. To 
Klupper'it was an act of mercy to put a badly burned 
man out of his misery. Chamay Becomes the blindly 
vindictive hunter, taking too many risks. Kupper 
lorn between loyalty to his country and rev.i ion at 
the military business of killing, comes to real.*that 
he is cracking up, and becoming a danger to the 
squadron that he commands. 


Gann's clean prose conveys a lyrical empathy 


with the thrill of flight and a terse understanding 
of the bestiality of war, touched with earthy irony. 
His novel is vivid and emotionally moving.

The Phantom Setter and Other Stories. By Rob-

This collection of 16 short stories is almost en- 


tirely about hunting, trapping, hunting dogs, sled 
dogs and wild game. With some insights into the 
nature of men engaged in the outdoor life, of course. 


The first seven are set in the United States, and 


several of them have a touch of the supernatural in 
their plots, including the story that gives the book 
its title The wild game includes grouse, a mountain 
ram a fox, a wild boar and an otter. .There also is 
one'comic episode in which a varmint catcher, who 
actually cannot bear to kill a wild creature, hoaxes 
the farmers of his valley until his final exposure. 


The remainder of the stories are set in the Far 


North- most of them involve bitter battles against 
nature Two yarns are about a wealthy poacher seek- 
ing a trophy head. One is about a halfbreed trailed by 
wolves, another is about a trapper making a needless 
flight from the law. Witchcraft helps in the rescue 
of two fliers whose plane has gone down in a re- 
mote spot. A man who robs traps and calls himself 
The Wolverine ironically is "trapped" by a real wol- 
verine. 


Sometimes Murphy's animals have apparently hu- 


man traits, and in one story the device is turned to 
comedy—the taming of an adolescent beaver who 
tries to be rebellious. There also is a fantasy about 
a polar bear riding an iceberg to Miami. 


Murphy is the author of two marvelously en- 


grossing books, "The Pond" and the. Golden Eagle." 
Few of these short stories, mitten over many years, 
are up to those two volumes, but they are enter-

C Is /or Cat. By Frank Manolson. Basic Books.

An excellent gift for the cat-lover, or for a cat 


owner who never can have too many cat books, is this 
lively volume of information about cats. Written in 
forthright style, liberally sprinkled vAth humor and 
the author's often strong opinions, the book reflects 
the author's experience as a veterinarian in the U. &., 
Canada and England. 


The organization, on a strictly alphabetical basis, 


brings such diverse topics as claws, collars colors, 
cleft palates, color-points and convalescence all gath- 
ered under "C". But, because there is a good index 
Stt end, locating the answer to a specific quesbon 
is quite simple. The breadth of topics goes as far as 
loneliness, and training of cats to quotations from 
authors who have written of cats. 


The tone is strictly down to earth and the lan- 


guage is easily understandable. 
Common sense is 


stressed and among the more useful words of advice 
are the indications for taking an animal to a veter- 
inarian for treatment, often the most difficult deci- 
sion for a cat owner. This book spells out situations 
which may be treated at home and those needing 
professional treatment. 


The book is entertaining to read because Dr.

Shop Widely for New Plants; 
You'll Soon Recognize 'Buys' 


BY KATHERESTE B. WALKER 


How can you be sure that you are getting the best 


buy for your money when you purchase a plant? 
If you shop often enough to become familiar with 
plants and their prices in a wide variety of stores, 
you soon learn to recognize which are real bargains 
and which are overpriced. Many indoor gardeners 
who have little opportunity for this type of com- 
parison buying, do the same thing at home with mail- 
order catalogs from house plant growers. 


Buying plants by mail can be thoroughly satis- 


factory, providing you deal with a reputable firm, 
and understand the terms of sale. Indoor Gardening 
offers a free Source Sheet (please enclose a self- 
addressed, stamped envelope with your request for 
this) which lists several growers from whom we buy 
almost all of our plants. After you get the sheet, send 
for the catalogs which, through the brief descrip- 
tions, seem most apt to list the plant you want. For 
example, if you want to buy a Christmas cactus, you 
might send for catalogs from two growers noted as 
having extensive listings of house plants in general 
(in addition to their specialties), and also for the 
catalog from one who specializes in cacti and other 
succulents. 


After your catalogs arrive, begin your armchair 


comparison-shopping. You will find that Grower A 
offers nine varieties of schlumbergera (Christmas 
cactus) and zygocactus (Easter and Thanksgiving 
cactuses), the majority available in three-inch pots 
at $1-50 each. Grower B offers only one schlumber- 
gera and two zygocactus, these in two-and-one-half- 
inch pots at 60 and 75 cents. Grower C, the specialist 
in succulents, offers roughly three dozen varieties of 
these two species in prices from one dollar to nearly 
three dollars, with no information given about wheth- 
er plants are shipped potted, and if so, in what size 


pot- 


Other factors enter into comparison-shopping by 


mail. Is there a minimum order requirement? Is there 
a discount on large orders, or a penalty on small ones? 
Will the order be sent postpaid? Does the dealer 
guarantee live delivery, or free replacement of un- 
satisfactory plants? Study catalogs thoroughly, and 
compare all factors before placing an order. The 
best buy is not always the biggest plant for the least 
money. 
Questions and Answers 


Q. I have a Rainbow Leucothoe ivhich has been 


indoors all winter. Can it be set out this spring? Is it 
hardy here in New Jersey? 


A. While this grows outdoors from Virginia to 


Georgia, I doubt that it would survive the winters in 
your area. Keep it in the indoor garden. 


Q. You've ivritten a few times that a rubber plant 


can't be started from a leaf. Well, I just laid a leaf on 
a loindowsill and forgot about it for a few weeks; at 
the end of that time, it had developed several small • 
leaves, and a few roots. So you see, it can be done, 
can't it? 


A. We are not thinking of the same plant. Your 


success has evidently been with the crassula, which 
is properly called Jade-plant, but is also known, un- 
fortunately, as Rubber-plant.

Skill, Knowledge. Abilities: Includes the extent of .

Relationship to Other. Jobs: The field to which a

Platting All Utility 
Lines Underground 
Would Beautify Lawns

My study of the work of the power company tree 


pruning crew a week ago reminded me again of the 
immense gains in front yard beautification that would 
flow from putting all utility transmission lines under- 
ground in residential districts. 


Squatting in the exact center of our own front 


lawn, a baleful reminder of the consequences of being 
born a quarter of a century too soon, is a homely 
wooden pole which supports the lines of the electric 
and telephone companies. The services it renders are 
essential to our comfort and happiness, but could be 
rendered as efficiently if the wires were buried 
underground. 


Underground wires are now permitted in the 


regulatory code in Wisconsin, and in new residential 
subdivisions it is now altogether feasible to do away 
with overhead lines. While the costs are considerably 
higher for the tunnelling, and such costs are ultimate- 
ly reflected in utility rates and charges, home-owners 
in newly-developed districts appear willing enough 
to pay. 


But my friend the expert sees little hope for such 


improvements in neighborhoods already settled, 
mostly because the costs to the companies and to the 
home-owners will be exorbitantly high. 


Perhaps, if we move later, we can choose more 


advantageously.

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Bred tor Battle, Pit Bull Terrier 


Is Loyal Companion, Guard, Playmate

J 


ohn Burke, of Neenah, is a relatively new resi- 
dent of our area, having migrated recently from 
Cleveland. He is very proud of his pit bull ter- 
riers—and they are the real McCoy. Jack has a 


long and knowledgeable background of his breed and 
js most eloquent in advocating their virtues as a home 
companion, guard and child's playmate. The breed's 
long pit-fighting background has unusually intensi- 
fied the characteristics of endurance, patience and 
the stability to stand up under the rough and tumble 
cf a family without losing poise or voicing laments or 
protestations. 


We have asked "Pit-Bull" Burke to dissertate at 


some length on the subject—and he so does in the fol- 
lowing paragraphs: 


.-& ^ # 


"The American (pit bull terrier), which has been 


registered by the United Kennel Club since 1898, is a 
most unusual dog. He was originally bred for profes- 
sional dog fighting, and. as a tribute to his success, he 
is still used in some parts of the world for this bar- 
baric purpose. 


"The history of the American (pit bull terrier), 


henceforth abbreviated as APBT, has been given in 
this column previously under the heading of Staf- 
fordshire terrier. The APBT differs from the Staff in 
the following ways: 


"The AKC Staffordshire terrier has been and is 


bred primarily for 
conformation, tractability and 


show purposes. The UKC pit bull has been bred for 
gameness and reliability. As a result, the UKC dog 
shows less uniformity in physical type, but consider- 
ably more uniformity in temperament. The pit buU is 
for the most part, a more heavily built or cobby dog 
than its AKC counterpart. His weight ranges from 
nineteen to 100 pounds, plus. The APBT in the Unit- 
ed States traces his ancestry primarily to Ireland, 
where he was used for both professional dog fight- 
ing and badger baiting. 


"The pit bull in the United States has a number of 


ipedalizations, one of which is his wide use as a 
'catch dog'. For those of you who are not aware of 
what a catch dog is, the following explanation is in 
order. In many parts of the United States, the cattle 
and hogs are allowed out on free range, and these 
animals tend to become wild and extremely danger- 
ous and difficult to handle. It is the job of the catch 
dog to attack and bring to ground the wild hog or 
steer pointed out by his master. The master is then 
able to rope or otherwise confine such an animal and 
return it to his farm or ranch for breeding or mar- 
ket. As you can see, the catch dog must be an extreme- 
ly rugged and tenacious animal. This terrier is also 
used extensively in the hunting of the large'predators 
and is usually the 'killer dog' of the pack. He can be 
trained to run with a pack of dogs when hunting bear, 
mountain lion or wild bear. Here, it is his job to hold 
the animal at bay until the hunter arrives or to go in 
and make the kill himself. The APBT also makes a 
very fine guard dog, he is generally quiet and fears 
nothing. He is one of the few dogs that cannot be 
made to back down. 


"An interesting and seemingly incongruous facet 


of this tough, pugnacious dog, is gentleness and docil- 
ity with children. This may be in part due to his al- 
most complete insensitivity to pain. At any rate, a 
child—almost any child—can jump on the dog when 
he is asleep, push him cut cf the way when he is eat- 
Jng his food, kick him, puil his ears and, in general, 
maul the dog. The dog's most violent reaction to tils

treatment is to walk away. These dogs, unlike many 
of the others of the guardian type, are not one-man 
dogs, but rather tend to be outgoing and to treat all 
members of the family equally. This attitude is also 
manifested toward all persons who are accepted fcy 
the family. The APBT is an extremely affectionate 
and curious dog. taking an active interest in whatever 
his master is doing. Pit bulls invariably have a strong 
protective sense towards youngsters in the family, to 
the point of planting themselves firmly between a 
child about to be punished and a parent. 


"This pleasant; quiet, affectionate dog is the fierc- 


est of all guard dogs when his master's home or fam- 
ily is threatened. One growl is his warning, and ii 
the intruder chooses not to heed this warning, lie is 
in 'deep trouble'. A bone-crushing bite, combined 
with extremely fast reflexes and absolute gameness, 
makes this terrier a deadly animal with which to take 
issue. He will persist in his attack until he kills or is 
killed, or Is called off by his master. He will continue 
his attack regardless of injuries, even including fueh 
as broken legs or severe v.ounds. Physical pain serves 
only to increase the animal's ferocity in attack. The 
pit bull csn fee counted on to 'stick' when many others 
has quit. As is true of any of the breeds, especially 
the guard types, this terrier should be ever iept un- 
der strict control. 


"He is intelligent, easily trained and takes great 


pleasure in pleasing his master. He does, however, 
have a proclivity for attacking other dogs. This ten- 
dency can be trained out of him and directed into 
more worthwhile channels. Such a dog is then 'sale' 
with other dogs and will not pick a fight; however, if 
molested, he can, most emphatically finish one."

reached $70. I made my last overland trip to Chicago 
in the summer of 1836." 


The narrative describing his years on the Green 


Bay to Portage trail relates more hardships. This 
route took about a week to complete when made by 
foot; sometimes Clermont made the trip on horse- 
back. Most of the time he alternated his routes from 
Green Bay to Oshkosh, sometimes following the east 
side of the Fox River, other times the opposite 
shoreline trails. 


3t was in March of 1839 that mail carrier Cler- 


mont was stricken with snow blindness as he left 
Portage and had to hire the son of tavernkeeper 
Francis Le Roi to guide him to his stop at Belle- 
fontaine. Here at the farm home cf Pierre Paquette, 
probably the postmaster, he waited out his malady. 


"Wandering on a way, I was just starting a fire 


to warm myself, for I was stiff with cold and very 
hungry, when I saw another small blaze off through 
the woods and hurried to it. I found a party of 
Stockbridge Indians with two teams of horses. 


"Sitting on my mail bag in front of the fire, I 


hoped my hosts would get something for me to eat; 
but they did not, and the warmth of the blaze mak- 
ing me drowsy, I dropped off to sleep. At daybreak 
the cold awakened me; so I straightened my stiff 
legs, and getting up, stirred the fire. Finally one cf 
the Indians bestirred himself, and going around 
among the sleepers, awakened them cne by one. Then 
I learned that they had practically nothing to eat; 


for hoping to get through to Fond du Lac, they had 
brought nothing with them. However, I noticed a 
frozen potato on a stump, and warmed and ate it. 


"Starting out afresh to Stockbridge Village, on tJbe 


way I came across a house where a woman lived 
alone. I asked for breakfast, at the same time tell- 
ing her that I was penniless but being a mail carrier 
would pay her upon my return. 


14 'We don't trust!' was her reply; so I walked 


along the trail until I came to a Stockbridge Indian 
chopping in the sugar bush. He pointed to a house 
where another woman lived alone. 


"This time in asking for breakfast. I did not tell 


cf my lack cf money until after the meal was eaten, 


"When I admitted my condition, her eyes blazed 


and she hit me over the head with a broomstick. 
My legs were stiff, and my bag seemed unusually 
heavy, yet I made off with rapidity," the retired car- 
rier recalled. Meeting the woman later in Green 
Bay, in a bowling alley, when she appeared with other 
Stcckbridges, the woman recognized him and de- 
manded her pay. He paid 50 cents, telling his listen- 
ers that "half probably was for the breakfast and 
the rest for the broomstick." 


As for his last walking trip to the fair, so many 


years later, Clermont's overland journey brought him 
brief fame but it made him no money. The editor's 
footnote to the "Narrative of Alexis Clermont" ex- 
plains that friends were obliged to send him back 
home. Clermcnt died at BePere, Feb. 8, 1899. 
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Stop and Think: 
What's Today? 
Why, Jackson Day!

Those people in Louisiana really know how to 


make the holidays last. With Christmas and New 
Year's just past, and Mardi Gras time not too far 
away, they have managed to keep another holiday 
tradition- They call it Jackson Day. That's today, 
January 8. 


Actually, this date deserves to be called Jackson 


Day. And the Louisianans have an excellent excuse 
for the bonus holiday. It was Jan. 8, 1815, that Gen. 
Andrew Jackson defeated the British in the final 
battle of the War of 1812. It matters little that this 
was the "unnecessary battle" in an "unnecessary" 
war. Who cares that it was slow communication that 
.kept the war-fires burning? (Official action by Bri- 
tain had removed the ostensible motive for the 
United States' declaring war against England—and 
the war. once blundered into, was officially ended in 
the Treaty of Ghent 15 days before the Battle of 
New Orleans. 1 


Design Lampooned 


In 1965, on the 150th anniversary of this battle, 


a U. S. commemorative postage stamp was issued. 
The design of this stamp has been lampooned and 
ridiculed. I agree the stamp itself wasn't very in- 
spired. However, thanks to TV reruns of feature 
movies, I must confess a stronger feeling for the 
stamp now than I had when it was first released. 


It was seeing the film that acquainted me with 


the peculiar nature of this historic incident, in a 
dramatic way. Jean Lafitte, French buccaneer por- 
trayed by that actor famed for his comely bald head, 
Yul Brynner, was the real hero—rather than Jackson. 


Maybe it was because Brynner had a fine head of 


hair this time. But the movie version, which seemed 
to be well researched, and historically accurate, gave 
the additional endorsement of fighting Andy Jackson 
as to the importance of LaFitte in the favorable out- 
come of the Battle of New Orleans. (A scholarly 
study of War of 1812 history will uncover how im- 
portant sea-going men of leadership were to the 
status of the war as far as United States' victory was 
concerned—including names like Oliver Hazard Perry 
and Thomas McDonaugh.) 


As history, the whole strange complex of per- 


sonalities, motives, victories and defeats which are 
part of this very strange war, only add to the interest 
of Jackson Day—in Louisiana today. Further under- 
standing of the emotional significance of the outcome 
of the Battle of New Orleans is evident in that nine 
years later, on Jan. 8, 1824. President and Mrs. John 
Quincy Adams gave an honorary ball in the White 
House for Andrew Jackson, attended by a thousand 
guests. 


Merely incidental is the fact that such fame un- 


doubtedly gave impetus to Andy's election as the 
next President of the United States. And there's the 
small point that I enjoy the Battle of New Orleans 
stamp a great deal more, poor design or not, for 
knowing all these little details. 


Don't Ride Him Out of Town! 
Vote Him Gold Medal Instead

Oct. 24. 1966, is a date that Mrs. A. P. Weinberg, of 


Hollywood Fla., will not forget in a hurry. That eve- 
ning, in the course of a bridge game at the Temple 
Beth El, Mrs. Weinberg started to assort the cards that 
had been dealt to her and found that they-needed no 
assorting. She held 13 clubs. 


The other players weren't quite so lucky. Each got 


a 12-card suit, with one losing card in another suit. 


Poor Mrs. Weinberg did not manage to play the 


hand at her unbeatable grand slam In clubs. Instead, 
her partner, George Dertke. played the hand at a 
grand slam in spades. Down one. 


There was some talk of riding Dertke out of town 


on a rail, and others were in favor of letting him 
commit suicide. Bridge experts knew better; they 
wanted to vote Dertke a medal — for the best sacri- 
fice bid of the year. 


Each of the opponents could have made a grand 


slam. One of them had 12 diamonds and a low spade, 
and the other had 12 hearts and a diamond. The play- 
er with hearts could take his 12 heart tricks and then 
lead the diamond to his partner's ace. The player with 
diamonds could trump his losing spade with his part- 
ner's singleton diamond, after which he could take 
his own 12 diamond tricks. 


Dertke managed to stop these two grand slams by 


going down only one at seven spades. Come to think 
of it, I'll chip in a dime or two toward that medal. 


Against the Odds 


Whenever a perfect hand is dealt, mathematicians 


talk about the fantastic odds against such a happen- 
ing. If every human being who ever lived had spent 
his entire life dealing out bridge hands at the rate 
of one per minute. We would have to wait a few 
million years to get another such hand, according to 
the mathematicians. Nevertheless, we read reports of 
such hands every year or two. 


Three theories are advanced for this breakdown 


in mathematical probability. The first is that a prank- 
ster stacks the deck, expecting to have a big laugh 
when he reveals the truth. Everybody takes the hand 
so seriously that in most cases he has to keep quiet. 


A second theory is that somebody starts with a 


deck assorted in suits (either a new deck or an old 
deck that has just been used by a successful solitaire 
player) and shuffles it with two (no more, no less) 
perfect riffles. If the cards are then dealt, with or 
without a cut, each player gets a complete suit. 


The third theory Is that' beings from outer spac 


are monkeying around with our bridge games in tl 
hope of undermining our faith in mathematics. Th 
will make it easier for them to take our world ove 
I find this theory easier to believe than the oth< 
two, but I wouldn't dream of trying to influence ni 
readers.

Commemorative Honors Hindu

India's freedom and independence is a 20th Cen- 


tury occurrence as a result of the efforts of leaders 
such as Ghandi and Nehru. But a great Hindu religious 
preacher. Swami Rama Tirth, who lived in the 19th 
Century, helped pave the way for some of the modern 
reforms of India. 


To honor the 60th anniversary of Swami Rama 


Tirth's death, India has issued a new commemorative 
stamp, reports the World Wide Philatelic Agency. The 
new stamp, in diamond shape, depicts a likeness of 
the religious leader with inscriptions in English and 
Hindi. His dates, 1873-1906, are noted. Tirth advocated 
and argued for the rights of women, the practice of 
monogamy (which was made the law of India only 
three years ago) and for the spread of literacy. 


Also issued by India was a stamp to honor the 


100th anniversary of the Allahabad High Court. Bot 
President Sarvepalli Radhakrishman and Chief Justic 
of India K. Subba Rao participated in the centenar 
celebrations. Included in the celebration was an 63 
hibition of century-old court records and photos c 
judges who have practiced in the High Court. Amon 
the honored are Jawaharlal Nehru, India's first prim 
minister, and his father Motilal Nehru. 


The Indian stamp shows a view of the Allaba

and wound up seeing three. 
The first one gave him six 
month to live. The second

.whole thing. He never did find 
out what his trouble was.
